ROUTE 29 FREEWAY 
In developing the alignment and design of the Route 29 Freeway 
from the Scudder Falls Bridge south along the Delaware River, 
replacing the John Fitch Way in the area south of the State 
House, it became apparent that it would be necessary to take 
a large section of Stacy Park in order to serve new State 
House buildings adequately and at the same time provide good 
through traffic service. To a large eer this fitted in 
well with the plans of the State Capitol Development Commission, 
making it possible to provide more parking facilities in the 
rear of the State House and to locate a Planetarium in an area 
which is now occupied by the existing highway. The City of 
Trenton, however, felt a natural apprehension over the loss of 
so much park land, particularly since it was felt that a com- 
paratively narrow strip left by the new freeway at the river's 
edge would be of little value to the City. This feeling created 
a number of questions with respect to whether any other alignment 


was possible which might do less damage to the park. 


Over a period of several months, numerous conferences have been 
held with Mayor Holland and other City and County officials. 
After their questions regarding the alignment and design of the 
freeway were satisfied, it became a problem of how the City might 
secure compensation for the park sufficient to permit acquisition 


of new park land in some other area. 
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ROUTE 29 FREEWAY, cont'd. 


The question was particularly difficult since the City does not 
possess, in the opinion of our Legal Division, clear title to 
this land, most of it having been given to the City with re- 


versionary rights of the original owners or their heirs. 


In order to avoid further delay, as nearly as possible satisfy 

the City's needs and avoid having the State incur unwarranted 
expense, it is felt that the Highway Department will acquire 

all of the park land needed for both the freeway and the expansion 
of the State Capitol complex including the strip of park land 
between the freeway and the river, as it appears the Capitol 
Development Commission may have use for cate: particularly if 
pedestrian access is provided. All of this is in keeping with 

the Soncent that the freeway should not "cut off" the State Capitol 
away from the river. If the Highway Department purchases all the 
land, it will then dispose of that part which is not needed for 


the freeway to the State Capitol Development Commission. 


Acquiring the property by amicable condemnation may develop as the 
most feasible method to assure a fair price and avoid ay legal 
tangle over the right of the City to receive the money since it is 
believed it could obtain quick claims from the heirs of the original 
owners. Appraisals to this end are being undertaken by both parties. 
On the other hand, if the City provides the necessary docummts to 


hold the State free of obligations as to "reversionary rights" it

may be possible to acquire the property with certain other 


inclusions on a negotiated basis. 
ADVISORY RELOCATION ASSISTANCE 


A Statewide Citizens Committee was appdéinted Janwary 23 by 

the Commissioner to assist with formulation of Operating Pro- 
cedures for the Advisory Relocation Assistance Program. 
Representatives of Statewide organizations active in the 

fields of real estate, housing, home financing and homebuilding 
volunteered their services at a meeting in Newark. The basic 
pattern of this advisory service has been established so that 
families displaced through highway construction may receive 
expert counseling from those local agencies best qualified

RELOCATION PAYMENTS 


During this month Legislation enabling the Highway Department 

to provide financial assistance to persons and businesses 
displaced by highway construction was approved. In accordance 
with Federal law, the Highway Department is now authorized to 
pay up to $200 to every single person or family required to 
move Ewa of highway construction, and up to $3000 in the 
case of business firms and non-profit organizations. Procedures 
for administering this program have been worked out carefully 


with the Bureau of Public Roads and tentatively approved by it. 


In general, the Department will provide this financial assistance 
upon receiving a receipted mover's bill from a person, family, 


or business previously identified as eligible,

Due to newspaper publicity regarding the conference with local 
officials on eitonneit of the proposed new freeway through 

‘Perth Amboy, various segments of the population again became 
aroused for fear they would be displaced. Among opponents of 

the State Highway Department's recommended line was the Perth 
Amboy City Engineer, Louis P. Booz, who insisted that a proposal 
he advanced some years ago would provide better service at sub-~ 
stantially the same cost while requiring the acquisition of fewer 
homes. Accordingly, at the request of former Atty. General David 
T. Wilentz, the so-called "Booz line" was again evaluated. In 
essence, this line would follow existing Route hhO to the vicinity 
of the Garden State Parkway and then curve south using Parkway 
land to the vicinity of Smith Street, and then curve west to the 


Turnpike. 


It soon became apparent that, due to changed conditions, it would 
be impossible to use the Parkway property, since this would render 
it impossible for the New Jersey Highway Authority to expand their 
route in that location to handle greatly increased traffic. This 
being the case, it would be necessary to go west of the Parkway to 
utilize land in Woodbridge Township, thereby greatly increasing the 


damage to that municipality.

After another meeting with Mr. Wilentz and associates, it was 
agreed to determine whether some further modifications of the 
State's line might be possible in order to minimize the damage 


in the Hopelawn area. 


ROUTE 78 


Route 78 is one of the major routes of New Jersey's Interstate 
System, running all the way from the Holland Tunnel to the 
Delaware River near Phillipsburg. This traffic corridor across 
the northern half of the State has long been recognized as a 
principal transportation artery. The present U.S. Route 22 

was designated an "Interstate" route as far back as 197, when 
the present "National System of Interstate and Defense Highways" 
was evolving. For this peasant was possible to put certain 
rural sections of Route 78, where existing traffic conditions 
were considered to be somewhat hazardous, under construction 
soon after the 90-10 Federal Aid program was authorized and these 
new sections of highway are now open to traffic in Hunterdon 


and Warren Counties. 
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ROUTE 78, cont'd. 


It has always been desirable from a planning standpoint to con- 
centrate our construction efforts in the areas of greatest need. 
As far as Route 78 is concerned, this means building the section 
from Port Newark, where it joins the Hudson Bay Extension of 

the New Jersey Turnpike, westward through Essex and Union Counties. 
Up until now at least, it has seemed apparent that it would be 

a comparatively easy matter than to link the eastern and western 
segments of this highway by building through the rural areas of 


Somerset and Hunterdon Counties. 


This well conceived plan has been seriously compromised by the 
failure to achieve agreement on alignment of the route thr ough 
Newark. Some construction can go forward in Union County, in 
the vicinity of Springfield, and right of way acquisition is 
already proceeding. Unless a firm determination can be reached 
with respect to the Newark alignment, the Highway Department 
will be faced with the necessity of deciding whether or not 

to abandon its former timetable and go ahead with construction 
from Springfield west in order to avoid delay in the utilization 
of Federal Aid funds which would bring with it well merited criticism. 
The public hearing on this Newark section was held years ago. 
The Federal Bureau of Roads approved the alignment a year or 
more ago. However, campaign promises by Newark officials con- 


tinue to delay finalization of this route. 
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ROUTE 78, cont'd. 


The alignment through Newark has been a matter of concentrated 
study for a considerable period of years. A number of alternate 
routes were considered even before a public hearing was held in 
July 1960. At this time, three aiepratas were considered but 
they all involved a common alignment from Shaw Avenue in Newark 
east to the Turnpike. The alternate choices considered only 
involved the question of where the line would be located with 
respect to Irvington and Hillside, since fie area of Newark 
involved in the alternates was extremely small, Shaw Avenue 
being close to the western municipal boundary. The southerly 
alternate avoiding Irvington almost entirely was recommended to 


the Bureau of Public Roads and approved. 


The proposed course of the highway through Newark was made 

public about a year before the hearing and the City was given 
ample opportunity to present any facts which should be taken 
into account. At about that time, the former City administration 
suggested an alignment located much farther north which was 
known as the "Carlin" line or the "Buttonhook" alignment. This 
line was discarded after it.was shown that the cost would be 
from $30 million higher than the route proposed by the Highway 


Department. 
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ROUTE 78, cont'd. 


At the time of the hearing it was estimated that it would cost 
close to $100 million in construction and right of way to 

build the 74 mile section from the Springfield-Union municipal 
line to Newark Airport. Following the hearing extensive protests 
were heard from the public neomescniat ies of the so-called 
Weequahic Park area although only those living some distance from 
the Park itself would be affected. As a result, and in an effort 


to demonstrate good faith, the Department considered lines passing 
along the present Route 22 alignment and a variety of lines 


passing along the southern border of the Park and curving up 


through Hillside. 


It was apparent that all of these involved substantially great cost 
without providing any added benefit in road user service. Further- 
more, the damage to Hillside would have been considerable. Never- 
theless, political protests by Washington representatives were 
felt and the U.S. Bureau of Public Roads withdrew its approval of 
the State's recommended line in 1961. A team of experts from 

the Bureau then evaluated the Highway Department's studies with 


the result that late in 1961 the Federal approval of the recommended 


line was approved. 


The controversy moved into the local political arena and became an 
item in the 1961 municipal election. After the election the new 


administration requested a restudy of the alignment involving

proposed lines running between U.S. Routes 1 & 9 and Newark 
Airport or running across the Airport area to a connection 

with the Turnpike in the vicinity of Port Elizabeth. A group of 
residents of the Weequahic Park area also suggested a line 
following the railroad into Hillside and then curving sharply 

to the north. At a meeting with the Governor and local officials 
in the State Senate Chamber May 21, 1962, it was agreed that 

the Highway Department would evaluate all the Suggested alternate 


routes. 


The information developed in this study was presented at a meeting 
with the Governor and Newark City officials this month. It indicated 
that none of the southerly alignments was feasible from an economic 
point of view. This information was unsatisfactory to the City 

and it returned to the extreme northerly alignment discussed sometime 
before the public hearing nearly three years ago. The proposition 
was advanced that by combining the Highway Department's plans 

with the urban Palercis ene programs instituted by the City, 

there would be a saving in cost to the Federal Government as well 

as displacement of fewer homes. The Highway Commissioner agreed 

to consider whatever information the City could provide on this 


question and we are presently awaiting the receipt of such data, 
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ATLANTIC CITY EXPRESSWAY 
a ena tee ea 


Sale of bonds to finance construction of the Atlantic City 
Expressway was announced January 23, and at the same time the 
Expressway Authority announced that it expected to start 
construction this summer. The State Highway Department handled 
the preliminary alignment and feasibility studies as a toll road, 
persuant to legislation, it bette agreed that the Department 


would be reimbursed for the cost of this work. 
ROUTE 278 


With completion of the Narrows Bridge between Brooklyn and Staten 
Island by the end of December, 1965, the need for improving the 
connections between New Jersey and Staten Island, at the Goethals 
Bridge as well as the Outerbridge Crossing, which the Department 
had long since stressed, has become an early necessity. Interstate 
Route 278 will accomplish this purpose at the Goethals Bridge. 
Studies have been under way for some time in cooperation with the 
Port of New York Authority and the New Jersey Turnpike Authority 
with respect to the best means of making this connection. A 
meeting was held with these agencies and with officials in the 
City of Elizabeth, to discuss the plans which have been developed 
for construction from the Goethals Bridge over to Route U.S. l. 


It is obvious that an interchange of some size will be required. 
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ROUTE 278, cont'd, 


As a result of the meeting, it appeared that satisfactory 
arrangements could be reached with the City of Elizabeth 
but it was felt that officials of Linden should also be 

consulted before any public hearing was conducted. Such 


a meeting has been arranged' for the near future. 


ASSOCIATED GENERAL CONTRACTORS 


The State Highway Commissioner and members of his staff met 
again this month with the Lrugines of the Associated General 
Contractors to discuss mutual problems. A topic of primary 
interest to the contractors was the Department's responsibility 
regarding mass fosneiee and they were given a full and apparently 
satisfactory explanation of the philosophy behind the Department's 
recommendations for capital improvements in railroad service. 
There also was a full discussion of our working relationships 
with individual contractors and arrangements were made for 
continuing staff conferences in an effort to expedite road 

and bridge construction projects. 


SOUTH JERSEY TRANSIT 


After many months of exhaustive study, the Highway Department's 
recommendations regarding the Philadelphia-Kirkwood rapid transit 
line and alignment of the North-South Freeway (Interstate Route 


80S) were announced by the Governor, 
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SOUTH JERSEY TRANSIT, cont'd. 


The principal features of the Department's recommendations in- 
cluded removal of the so-called "Chinese Wall" embankment in 
front of City Hall in Camden, rerouting of freight service to 
the riverfront industries of Camden, provision for an industrial 


route serving the riverfront area, and realignment of the freeway 


alongside an existing railroad embankment to avoid putting 
another physical barrier, either depressed as elevated, through 
the City's business district. This eee kan was made possible 
only through extensive negotiations with the Delaware River 

Port Authority, the Pennsylvania Railroad, and the U.S. Bureau 
of Public Roads as well as consultations with municipal officials 
of both Philadelphia and Camden and representatives of the 
Greater Camden Movement. In toto it provides an excellent 
example of coordinated planning. At this time the program 
proposed by the Highway Department appears to have well 


satisfied all parties interested. 


ROUTE 38 


The Highway Department received bids January 2) on widening, 
resurfacing and construction of barrier curb along 2.h miles 
of Route 38 in Pennsauken and Cherry Hill Townships, Camden 


County. 
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ROUTE 38, cont'd, 


When the bids were opened, the Deputy Attorney General in 
charge of the legal formalities determined that the offer 

of one contractor exceeded the amount he was recorded as pre- 
qualified to bid. This offer, accordingly, was returned without 


being read. 


The contractor, Southern Construction Company, promptly notified 
the Department that he felt an error had been made and that 
the job should have been awarded to him since his offer, if 


accepted, would have been the lowest. 


Upon investigation, it was found that certain documents filed 
by this contractor having to do with the release of claims against 
him had not been processed through to the pre-qualification office, 
and that, in reality, only this technicality prevented his bid 


from being received. 


Since there was a substantial difference between his offer and 
the lowest of the bids formally received by the Department 

(in excess of $120,000), the Commissioner was advised that it was 
within his discretion in the public interest to reject all bids 


and re-advertise the contract. 
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ROUTE 38, cont'd. 


When this was done, the apparent low bidder at the time, 

Union Paving Company of Pennsylvania, promptly entered a 
vigorous protest. Despite varied efforts in his behalf, 
however, the Commissioner's decision remained unaltered and 

the job was re-advertised for bids February 28. The Department 
was advised that Union Paving intended to take the matter to 


court.

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TIONAL SYSTEM OF INTERSTATE AND DEFENSE HIGHWAYS 
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THE INTERSTATE HIGHWAY SYSTEM 


The Federal Government, through the Bureau of Public 
Roads, U.S. Department of Commerce, and the States are 
engaged in the biggest peacetime public works program ever 
undertaken in world history—construction of the National 
System of Interstate and Defense Highways. Crisscrossing 
the nation with 41,000 miles of expressways, this Interstate 
System will connect 90 percent of all cities of over 50,000 
population. Most of the routes will be 4-lane divided high- 
ways, growing to 6 and 8 lanes in and near metropolitan 
areas. Where 2-lane roads are built, in sparsely settled areas, 
provision will be made for expansion to a 4-lane divided high- 
way when traffic warrants. 

Access will be controlled throughout the entire system, 
with entry only at carefully selected locations. Traffic inter- 
changes, overpasses, and underpasses will eliminate all 
grade crossings, both highway and railroad. It will be possi- 
ble to drive coast to coast without encountering a traffic light 
or a stop sign. There will be no commercial facilities with 
direct entrance to an Interstate route, but signs will alert the 
motorist when he approaches connecting roads leading to 
gas stations, restaurants, and motels. 

The Interstate System, although it constitutes only little 
more than 1 percent of the nation’s total road and street 
mileage, will carry 20 percent of all traffic. Design and con- 
struction are being planned to provide roadways that will 
adequately handle the traffic volumes of 1975, when more 
than 100 million motor vehicles are anticipated (as com- 
pared with 67 million in 1957). 

Studies of existing freeways show that their cost is bal- 
anced out by savings in vehicle operating expenses in less 
than 10 years time. 

The safety factor alone is sufficient reason for building the 
Interstate System, for one of its benefits will be a saving of 
4,000 lives a year. Accident rates on freeways are one-third 
of those on other roads with comparable traffic. 

A wide range of economic benefits will result as by- 
products of the Interstate System construction. There will 
be many more jobs in road building, and great increases in 
supporting industries such as steel, aggregates, cement, 
bituminous materials, and construction equipment and ma- 
chines. All of this will have its effect in terms of payrolls and 
purchasing power. 

Of even longer range in economic benefit will be the devel- 
opments along the Interstate routes. Existing freeways tell 
an inspiring story of economic growth, both industrial and 
residential. Since an essential feature of the System is the 
control of access, the factories and homes which will spring 
up will feed their traffic into the main stream only at inter- 
changes, without creating slow-downs, congestion, or inter- 
ference. About 70 percent of the Interstate System will be 
built entirely on new location, thus creating countless oppor- 
tunities for business. 

The advantages that the Interstate System will have for 
long-range travel—truck, bus, and passenger car—are obvi- 
ous. Vacation and business travel will take much less time, 
and with greater comfort and less strain. Deliveries will be 
faster; truck operation more productive. The routes will be 
important parts of the production, assembly, and distribu- 
tion lines of business and industry.

But the System will have vast advantages for the cities, 
too. These broad arteries will go into and through our large 
cities, helping to wipe out today’s traffic jams, speeding com- 
muters and shoppers from the suburbs. Bypasses will take 
through traffic around large cities, separating it from traffic 
headed downtown. The System routes will bypass smaller 
cities and towns, providing access to them but taking through 
traffic off the congested business streets and thereby freeing 
them for local traffic of a more profitable nature. 

The Interstate System will have far-reaching effects on our 
whole road and street system. A large proportion of them 
will feed traffic into these great trunk roads. And, capably 
handling the concentrated streams of traffic, the System 
routes will do much to relieve congestion on parallel roads 
and streets. 

A recent exhaustive study indicated that the total cost of 
the Interstate System will be about $40 billion, or $10 billion 
more than originally contemplated. The program is revolu- 
tionary and the problems faced are tremendous: Future traf- 
fic needs must be estimated and detailed locations must be 
selected to best serve them; the ideas of cities, counties, and 
planning agencies must be evaluated and reconciled; surveys 
must be made, and plans drawn; complicated interchanges 
and bridges must be designed; the rights-of-way and access 
control must be acquired—all of these before a shovelful of 
dirt is moved. 

Every modern technique known—including use of the elec- 
tronic ‘‘brain’'—is being used to speed the job. Wherever 
possible, the points of critical congestion are being attacked 
first. The program is gathering speed as it moves forward, 


and is progressing on schedule. 

The Interstate System will give new freedom and new 
speed and safety to the movement of people and goods. It 
will stimulate business growth that staggers the imagination, 
and will enrich the lives of every family in these United States.

Alongside the outer traffic lanes will be 

bituminous concrete shoulders 10 and 11 feet wide, and alongside the shoulders 


will be landscaped grass borders six to 13 feet wide. 


AS evidence of the effectiveness of center barriers the spokesman cited results 


of a recent study by the Department's traffic safety engineers.

Commissioner Palmer emphasized that displaced families could be afforded the best 
advice and counsel directly from local agencies in a position to be acquainted 
with their needs and to have knowledge of available housing. These include real

bridge construction inspectors. 


The training sessions are scheduled each year to take advantage of the curtail- 
ment of construction activity imposed by the cold weather. This year more 

than 300 employees of the Department will attend classes now underway at the 
National Guard Armory, Eggerts Crossing Road, Lawrence Township, near the out- 
skirts of Trentbn. They will receive formal instruction from experienced De- 
partment engineers in the most up-to-date methods of inspecting materials and 
workmanship involved in construction projects. Instructors have been selected 
from the field engineering staff so that all projects gtill receive proper 
supervision. Industry specialists assist Department engineers in the presen 


tation of particular items on the agendae 


Highway Commissioner Dwight R. Ge. Palmer stressed the importance of proper 
inspection in the state's over-all construction program. "We are handling 
public funds," he said, "and it is our respnsibility to make sure that the 


public receives full value for its money." 


Following an orientation session, each inspector will receive five full days 

of instruction in subjects which include the reading and interpretation of 
highway plans and specifications, soils and road foundations, drainage structures

"Yield Sign" 


Trenton, Jan. 16 = The "YIEID" Sign, a fairly recent innovation now seen free 
quently at highway intersections, is already paying dividends in easing traffic 


flow, according to a spokesman for the New Jersey State Highway Department. 


Law enforcement officials have found that the new sign has improved the fl ow 
of traffic without any apparent lowering of the safety factor afforded drivers, 
according to the Highway Department. It has been determined, however, that 


the purpose of the Sign is not fully understood by some motorists. 


According to the spokesman, "YIELD" signs are placed on streets, roads, and 
connecting ramps which intersect with major highways at locations where 
motorists have a clear view of approaching traffic. Normally, traffic volume 
on the major artery is of such volume that a stop is not always necessery prior 


to entering the highway. 


Where the local road or connecting ramp is marked by a "YIELD" Sign, motorists 
are required by law to slow to a reasonable speed from which they can come 
to a quick halt, if need be, and to yield the right-of-way to traffic on the 
major highway when good judgement indicates to them that to proceed further 
would be hazardous. The motorist approaching a "YIELD" sign must stop if 


necessary. 


"YIELD" signs may be observed at various locations, as follows:
